Mis­ 
take* No. 4: thinking that I okvo was kidding when it was 
stated that the Japanese people assumed a state ol war 
existed, and therefore* (ailing to "alert 
our defenses. 
What did the American public have to do with these 
various decisions? 
Nothing, of course. 
No more than they were to blame for the astonishing 
choice of telegraph instead of telephone when Washing 
ton got belated word that a Japanese task force was on 
its wav. 
I he American people may he to blame for not seeing 
through the shallow promises of the New Deal some years 
earlier, for not figuring out for themselves that a play­ 
boy foreign policy was hound to lead to disaster, that the 
economic methods of the New I )e.»l < ould only lead to war.
